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Some dogs win, Alice’s lose 


Alice Papaliolios’ dogs win at dog 
shows, but last week they lost one in 
court. 

‘The dogs, Soft Coated Wheaten 
Terriers, are a business, the court rul- 
ed, and cannot be kept in a residential 
zone. Three other dog owners, 
though, will be allowed to keep their 
dogs at their homes. 

The action came as the result of a 
suit by four dog owners, asking for a 
writ of mandamus. Dorothy E. Noel,: 
Edith M. Sterling, Robert Lewis and. 
Alice Papaliolios had all been refused | 
kennel licenses by Town Clerk Esther | 
Russell since 1973. The suit sought to 
require the Town Clerk to issue the 
kennel licenses. The court decision; 
requires the Town Clerk to issue 
licenses to the three non-commercial | 
kennel owners, but not to Mrs.! 
Papaliolios. 

The dog owners had obtained a 
restraining order against Joséph 
Balestrieri, dog officer for the Town 
of Wilmington, to prevent him from 
taking action. The order was granted 
on June 11, 1973, on the grounds that 
the dog owners had made an effort to 
license their kennels, but were refus- 
ed by the Town Clerk. The conclusion 
of the case lifts that order. 


‘The court case was in the form of a 
suit, Robert Lewis et als, vs. Esther 
L. Russell, et al. Balestrieri was aco- 
defendant with Mrs. Russell. 

The court ruled plaintiffs Noel, 
Sterling, and Lewis are entitled to the 
issuance of a kennel license. The zon- 
ing by-law permits the keeping of 
animals, so long as the activity is non- 
commercial and is conducted for per- 
sonal or household use. 

Mrs. Noel lives at 6 Glenview Rd., 
where she keeps five Siberian Huskies 
as pets. Edith Sterling lives at 22 
Oakdale Rd She keeps eight 
miniature poodles. Robert Lewis 
keeps six Dutch Cayon dogs at his 
home at 765 Woburn St. None of them 
raise or sell dogs. 

The court ruled that the Town Clerk 
acted properly in the case of Mrs. 
Papaliolios, since it found her activity 
to be commerical in nature, and thus 
a violation of the zoning by-law. 

The court found that Mrs. 
Papaliolios keeps approximately 21 
dogs on her property at 20 Harnden St. 

In connection with her keeping the 
dogs, she breeds them on her pi 
ty, shows them in competitiqh, 
provides a stud service, and adver- 
tises and sells them. The court found

Selectmen walk out 
calling meeting improper 


Two Wilmington selectmen walked 
out of a meeting Monday night, claim- 
ing that it had not been properly call- 
ed “ 

jSelectman James Banda made the 
initial objection to the meeting, and 
was joined by Dan Gillis. Banda said 
that the meeting had been scheduled 
as a work session, with the residents 
of Cook Hill, and that at the last 
minute it had been changed to a full 
meeting 

“I cannot see and cannot par- 
ticipate in such a meeting” Banda 
said. ‘ 

‘The meeting was changed from a 
work session by Chairman George 
Boylen on Friday. Boylen said that 
proper notification had been posted, 
and that all selectmen as well as the 
press had been notified. The law re- 
quires 48 hours notice for the posting 
of a meeting 

Banda voiced his objection to the 
nature of the meeting at its outset, but 
at the request of Boylen, agreed to 
hold his protest until the presentation 
at issue was to begin. The change in 
the form’of the meeting was at the 
request of Attorney Joseph Courtney, 
but. other business was conducted 
prior to his. 

The meeting opened with the 
originally scheduled working session 
with the residents of Cook Hill in

South Wilmington. That neighborhood 
has never received town water, 
because of its remoteness to the rest 
of the town. When water mains came 
up on betterments, land owners along 
Main Street leading to Cook Avenue 
have voted against water. Without 
water on Main Street, Cook Avenue is

The problem is complicated by the 
fact that Cook Hill is an old volcano, 
long dormant, but composed of rock.

Chairman Boylen asked that the 
residents get together with the Town 
Manager to learn the actual dollar 
cost each person would be committed 
to, before agreeing to the plan

area presented the board with a peti- 
tion asking for sidewalks on Glen 
Road. The board then voted to close

the road during school travel hours. 

Silvio DelNinno of Pond Street also 
appeared before the board, relative to 
the moving of a street to concur with 
property lines 

After DelNinno spoke with the 
board, Courtney entered the room, to 
make his presentation. 

Banda's objections ;came as 
Courtney was preparing to address 
the board. Courtney had with him a 
client, Lawrence J. Burns, Jr., of 
Somerville, who hopes to build a con- 
diminium complex for elderly persons 
in North Wilmington. It was brought 
out that Courtney was not asking the 
board to make any decision, but only 
to hear the proposal of Burns. 

Banda offered his apologies to 
Courtney, saying that his action was 
based on principle. He said that other 
interested persons should have the op- 
portunity to hear Burns’ proposal, and 
that it was too important to be tucked 
away at the end of a work session. 

After Banda and Gillis had walked 
out, the meeting Was dead. Selectman 
Aldo Caira left, to attend a wake, and 
Boylen adjourned the meeting. 

“I think that because of the im- 
mature actions of my fellow 
selectmen,"’ Boylen said, ‘‘this 
matter should be postponed to another 
evening.” 

Boylen then displayed to the press 
the memorandum issued on Friday 
calling the meeting. He later noted 
that the meeting was also posted on 
the bulletin board at the Town Hall 
door. 

Boylen said that he felt the two had 
chosen not to be informed on the pro- 
ject. He said that the Wilmington 
Housing Authority and the Planning 
Board had already been informed on 
the project

. Life begins again: 
for Jamie Bowser 


An 18-year-old Wilmington youth, 
who has lived several months through 
the agony of pain and paralysis of a 
critical héad injury went home last 
week buoyant in his hopes for the 
future. 

Jamie C. Bowser of Carson Ave., 
Wilmington, was injured April 5 in 
Wilmington, while riding his motorcy- 
cle. A friend, riding with him suf- 
fered a broken thigh bone which 
necessitated bone grafts. 

Jamie, who voews never to ride a 
Motorcycle again, spent five months 
at Tufts New England Medical Center 
and the past three months at the New 
England Rehabilitation Hospital in 
Woburn, which specializes in 
Progressive | and comprehensive 
rehabilitation! services. 

His chief therapist, Jane Ellis, a 
registered physical therapist, said 
“About six weeks ago, his motivation 
increased abour 500 per cent. He went 
from literally doing nothing to a whole 
new change of character. We were 
tremendously pleased and im- 
pressed."’ 

When Jamie entered the rehab 
facility, he had a noticeable injury to 
the right side of his head. The injury 
resulted in semi-paralysis to his left 
side. He couldn't walk, couldn't talk, 
was unable to feed himself or dress 
himself. He did nothing for weeks but 
lie in bed or sit in his wheelchair. 

Today, he is g new man. There has 
been practically total restoration. He 
can walk, move up and down stairs 
with a cane, and take care of himself 


almost completely. 

After extensive suffering, he learn- 
ed that when it’s self-survival, you 
can do wonders. A junior at 
Wilmington High School, he has his 
heart set upon being a welder. Before 


and a vocation. His grandfather, Earl 
Bowser of North Reading is a retired 
welder. Jamie's father is a 
machinist. The type of work is 
somewhat related. 

Regarding the rehab hospital, 
Jamie says briefly, “It has done a lot 
for me.” The therapists point out that 
he liked the big therapeutic pool and 
spent much time in it. He also learn- 
ed to cook in the special therapy 
kitchen. These special chores are 
good in building muscles and strength. 


Jamie has five sisters, three of 
them married. He is the youngest in 
his family. 

For a while, he will wear a leg 
brace, fitted from his instep to his 
thigh, to help his left leg, and to aid 
him in walking. 

In a year, he is scheduled to have a 
metal plate put in his head. He will
